College coed who is 
alleged to have faked a 
racist hate campaign at the 
southeastern Ohio campus 
late tast- year. 

A vice-president of the 
college told the CALL & 
POST Monday that a 
student board hearing on 
charges against Jean 
Thomas, of Columbus, has 
been postponed, but that 
those charges are still in 
effect. 

The_ hearing, originally 
scheduled for last Friday, 
was put off while college 
officials study some 
“broader issues” raised by 
a Federal race rélations 
mediator sent from 
Chicago, according to 
Robert Kirkbride, a vice- 
president of the school. 

Thomas, 23, a senior 
scheduled to graudate this 
year, stands accused of 
helping to fake a series of 
“hate” letters and 
telephone calls threaten- 
ing herself and 
other black coeds -with 
gang rape in retaliation for 
interracial dating by black 
male. and white female 
students at Marietta. 

The initials “KKK" and 
the signature ‘Grand 
Dragon” were affixed. to 
some of the notes, all of 
which__were mysteriously 
delivered to Thomas and 
others last November.

mas break last year, 
Thomas reported that she 
was struck on the head by 


.& brick while descending a 
flight of stairs in a campus 


dormitory. She was repor- 
tedly accompanied by two 
other black students at the 
time of the attack. Neither 
of her companions has 
been. publicly named. 

Thomas told the CALL & 
POST that she had been 
treated in a Marietta 
hospital shortly after the 
alleged attack and that she 
was under the'care of a 
Columbus physician. 

She and her ‘mother, 
Mrs. Eloise Thomas, an 
employee of St. John XXII! 
school, filed a complaint 
with the Columbus 
NAACP. The NAACP, in 
turn, filed a complaint with 
the U.S. Dept. of Justice. 

Jesse Taylor, a mediator 
from: the Justice Dept.'s 
Community Relations Ser- 
vice, was dispatched from 
Chicago to investigate the 
allegations. 

Robert Kirkbride, a 
college vice-president, told 
the CALL & POST in a 
telephone interview Mon- 
day that Taylor had raised 
“some broader issues” 
than those surrounding the 
alleged hate letters and 
their aftermath. 

“We (the college ad- 
ministration) want to look 
further into the broader 
issues raised ‘by’ Mr. 
Taylor,"" Kirkbride said. 
“For that reason, we have 
decided to postpone the 
hearing into the charges 


-against Miss Thomas.” 
asked to verify - 


When 
that the charges.against 
the 23-year-old senior were 
still in effect, Kirkbride 
confirmed that they were. 

“The charges _ still 
stand," the administrator 
said. 

The charges against 
Thomas were made after 
Marietta City Police, in 
collaboration with the 
State Bureau of Criminal 
Investigation, identified a 
typewriter found in her 
dormitory room as the 
source of some of the so- 
called “KKE" hate letters 

Thomas shared the room 
with another coed:

Thomas could be ex- 
pelled if found guilty on 
any or all of the charges. 
Kirkbride said the Colum- 
bus woman is presently 
enrolled at the college -but 
has not been on the cam- 
pus “for more than four 


“We (college officials) 
do not know what her 
future plans are.” Kirkbride 
stated. 

Asked to describe the at- 
mosphero on the campus 
in the wake of the period 
or racial unrest caused by 
the controversy, Kirkbride 
said the campus was 
“calm,” 

Kirkbride said he felt 
that college has been un- 


fairly hurt by all the 
negative publicity surroun- 
ding the case. 


“Although we don't think 
we are racially perfect,” 
the administrator said, “we 
think we have good race 
relations.”

NOTE B — PENSION PLAN 

On May 1, 1976 Battelle Commons 
adopted a non-contributory trusteed 
pension pian for its employees.

The 
pension costs.char to. cperations 
were $25,975 in 1977 and $14,500 in 
1976. The actuarially computed normal 
costs for these years approximated 
$17,000 and $10,000, respectively.

More definitive 
plans for Phase 2 (the northern 16 
acres of the site), which will involve 
significant private financing, are 
being developed and wiil be 
presented as the appropriate 
involvements are identified. 

There has been talk of a 
convention center for Columbus~~ 
since the early days of this century, 
When BCC proposed — and the 
community accepted — the 
concept of developing a multi-use 
urban project including 
convention/meeting/exhibit 
facilities, we recognized that the 
company woyld bear the brunt of’ 
several decades of frustrations and

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Air Traffic Controller Must Be Alert, Decisive

ports. At the contro! centers, they seandinans the 
movements of enroute airplanes flying between airports 
but not in the range of the airport traffic controller. 
Radar and electronic equipment is utilized to provide 
pilots and airports with the position and location of air- 
planes. To monitor and assist pilots in reaching their 
destination, the controllers maintain contact with agen- 
cies such as airway communication stations, airport con- 
trol towers, radio approach facilities, the U.S. Weather 
— and ae dispatch offices. 
ersons who desire to become air traffic controllers 
must be 18 to 31 years of age and have a minimum of a 
high school education. Important requirements are alert- 
ness, decisiveness, motivation, and the ability to work 
under extreme pressure. Persons enter this field as 
trainees and receive air traffic instruction at the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) Air Traffic Controllers 
Aeronautical Center in Oklahoma City. At the Center, 
training is received in basic air traffic control 
procedures, civil air regulations, radar functions, and in- 
Strument panels of airplanes. Trainees qualify for a basic 
air traffic control certificate upon completion of training: 
They receive additional training at their assigned 
Stations and obtain assistant controller status in about 
six months. 
Leatherberry was an assistant controller for about

Air traffic controllers may advance to positions such 
as coordinator of air traffic controllers, instructor at the 
FAA air traffic controllers school in Oklahoma City, 
supervisor of training for air traffic controllers, chief con- 
troller, and top administrator levels with the FAA. 
Leatherberry has been promoted from the level of GS-5 
to GS-13 during his tenure as an air traffic controller. In 
_addition to his regular responsibilities, he is Equal Em- 
ployment Opportunity (EEO) counselor for Port Colum- 
bus and other airports in the central Ohio area. Leather- 
berry also speaks at high schools concerning job oppor- 
tunities available within the Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration (FAA). 


berry worked as a Surgical technician at a Columbus 
hospital Prior to becoming an air traffic controller. 
During his eighth year of employment at the hospital, he 
read brochures about a career as an air traffic controller. 

‘The job really interested me even though | knew very 
little about it. The possible opportunities for adavan- 
cement seemed to be very good. This encouraged me to 
inquire about entry into the field,” he said. 

Air traffic controllers monitor and have jurisdiction of 
an area within a certain number of miles surrounding an 
airport. From a control tower at the airport, they provide- 
pilots with information to assist them in taking off and 
landing. They are responsible for determining how high 
airplanes should fly within the area of the airport, give 
pilots information regarding weather, wind direction, 
funway conditions, position of other aircraft, and the 
proper approaches to runways. 

Using a radar screen, air traffic personnel control_the- 
movements of a number of airplaines with the airport 
area. The various airplanes are seen on the radar screen 
as small’ bars. It is the responsibility of air traffic con-’ 
trollers to keep the bars (real airplanes) apart to avoid 
collisions. Therefore, the ¢ontrollers must be constantly 
aware of the position of i plane on the radar screen 
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Students may explore their interest in this occupation 
by talking with a school vocational counselor. Persons 
not attending school and interested in entering this oc- 
cupation should write to DOT-FAA, Great Lakes Region, 
2300 East Devon Avenue, AGL-14C, Des Plaines, Illinois 
60018.

90% of the money the levy will 


produce will go for the normal 
operation of the schools. 

Many of the people who are most 
vociferous against the levy have 
already withdrawn their children from 
the public schools and enrolled them 
in parochial or one of the many 
private schools now sprouting up all 
over the county. 

The defeat of the 9.9 mill levy, will 
hurt the children who need an 
education the most.

JOBS-HOW I HIGH A PRIORITY? 


“Just how high a priority té “Administration andthe: 
Phan Bi give to assuring jobs for all who want to work 
is in doubt. 

The President unveiled his request for a continued 
public service jobs program recently, and while it con- 
tains many positive features it stops short of making full 
employment the nation’s number one priority. 

he Administration wants the public service jobs 
program extended to 1962, and for the first time is asking 
for a basic minimum public service jobs commitment. It 
wants at least 100,000 such jobs in each year through 
1962, and would tie creation of more jobs to the unem- 
ployment rate. 

he idea is that for each half a percentage point that 
unemployment goes over four and three-quarter percent 
of the work force, the government would create another 
100,060 jobs. 

It makes sense to tie federal job creation levels to the 
unemployment rate, but the figures just don’t add up. 
Right now, there are 725,000 public service jobs. But if 
the formula the Administration is asking for were in ef- . 
racks it would mean only about 400, public service 


jobs 
; So the plan to have a basic ‘aliMienin of public jobs is 
good, as is the bulit-in escalator clause of increasing the 
numbers of those jobs as unemployment rises. But the 
formula doesn't provide anywhere near the numbers of 
jobs it should. 

And that becomes even more sonerens when we 
realize that the current level of 725, jobs is far from 
adequate. It provides work for only about a.tenth of the

is taken. 

One encouraging initiative in the President's job 
proposal is his plan for creating local Private Industry 
Councils to provide about 100,000 job training slots in 
the private sector. 

Important as public employment is, especially in the 
short run, ¥ private sector is where most of the jobs 
are, it Is there that much remains to be done. The 
Administration will foot much of the bill for the private 
sector job training — it's asking for $400 million.

A representative of The 
CALL & POST interviewed 
Chmn, Lomax and Ralph K. 
Frasier, Columbus, senior 
vice president and general 
counsel of the Huntington 
National Bank, a member 
of the Task Force: 

Lomax, in assuming the 
appointment, voiced 
skepticism, owing to the 
fact-_that-_the minority 
business development is a 
wide issue, However, he 
expressed the feeling that 
“a handle could be put on 
the problem by use of the 
Task Force, specifically 
since this intment is 
charged with looking at 
the problem from four key 
concerns.”
